DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: The phrase "said 
vinyl aromatic-vinyl cyanide copolymer" lacks strict antecedent basis in claim 9. It 
should be changed to -said vinyl aromatic -vinyl cyanide rigid resin--. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 2-7, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Gosens et al. 5,204,394, Yang et al. 5,643,981 and Buysch et al. 4,883,835. 

4 The rejections, as elucidated in Papers #1 1 , #1 4, #1 9 and #23, are maintained 
for the reasons explained in the decision by the Board of Appeals and Interferences, in 
Paper #26, affirming the examiner. 

Conclusion
